The aviatrix resumed her trip 


eastward a little more than an hour 
later after her plane had been re- 
paired and refueled with 141 gallons 
of gasoline Mrs. Putnam said she 
expected to reach New York with- 
in a few hours. 


I^EFT LOS ANGELES 


Mrs. Putnam brought her plane 


— the Lockhead-Vega- in which she 
recently crossed the Atlantic — 
down at the airport here at 6:57 
o'clock this morning after having 
been unreported since she took off 
from Los Angeles yesterday after- 
noon with hopes of smashing the 
transcontinental record held by 


iiur lack of sleep, 
she was not particularly dfe- 


ipointed with her failure to break 


the transcontinental record. 


"I didn't think I could make it 
all the way, but I had to have a 
crack at it anyway," she told In- 
ternational News Service while in- 
specting her ship. 


"I knew about four hours out 
that 1 couldn't make it, so I decid- 
ed to set down in Columbus," she 
aaid. She explained that she had 
to use the "wobble pump" of her 
plane to force gasoline into the 
motor. 


"And it proved too much for me 


after several hours," she said. "It 
was some work!" 


The Aviatrix expressed surprise 


tLat anyone should feel alarmed re- 
garding her wherebouts.
